From Tour Across Mexico; 
Says Mexicans Friendly

i ‘far Mr. Conway:— 
Having been asked by a representa­ 
tive of the News for a few words 
f’bout my recent trip to Mexico, I 
will comply by endeavoring to give 
some idea of the general feeling of 
the Mexicans toward this country. 
This subject, in fact, was mentioned 
by the News man. 
If one set down all impressions 
gained on a visit to a very interest­ 
ing country like Mexico, he would 
soon find himself writing a volume, 
i will, therefore, confine what 1 sa: 
to the subject mentioned. 
There is a widespread opinion in 
the states that the attitude of Mexi­ 
cans toward us is not a friendly one. 
due, it is believed, to the recent rath- 
ei strained relations between the two 
governments, growing out of the own­ 
ership by Americans of mineral lands 
in Mexico. 
I was frequently warned 
before crossing the border thaï 
I 


would encounter trouble. But I found 
no such condition. 
My itinerary covered a large par: 
of Mexico and I met with nothing but 
universal courtesy. It seemed evident 
however, that Mexico at the present 
time is suffering from “nerves”. They 
have witnessed American capital and 
enterprise cress their borders and by 
'in almost uncanny application ol 
scientific methods, accomplish what 
to the Mexicans are marvels. 
The 
machinery installed by Americans is 
generally electrically driven by cur­ 
rent generated at a mountain torrent, 
often many miles distant, and ac­ 
complishes'in a much more thorough 
manner work that heretofore has re 
quired the labor cf thousands of men 
This American invasion, as it might 
be termed, is gaining in momentum 
and the Mexican is fearful of the 
latent power which it so plainly rep­ 
resents; fearful, as Carpenter puts it 
‘that his country may become a mere 
vassal of the Collosus of the North.” 
It is also true that the lower or un­ 
educated classes, which form a large 
part of the population of Mexico, have 


a considerable measure of suspicion, 
a state of mind more or less common 
among the uninformed everywhere, 
and In the La tin-American countries 
particularly is a fruitful soil for revo­ 
lution. 
Yet. I found that all classes 
are desirous of manifesting friend­ 
ship toward the Americans. And they 
sincerely hope. I am convinced, that 
the two countries shall be able to 
work out their destinies on a basis 
of friendship and mutually helpful 
collaboration. The realization of this 
hope, it is believed below the Rio 
Grande, lias been considerably ad­ 
vanced by the appointment j-ecently 
made of Mr. Dwight W. Morrow as 
our ambassador, for this gentleman 
has made an excellent impression in 
Mexico. 
It might be added that two or three 
days after I left the capital city of 
Mexico, 
our 
“peace 
ambassador” 
Lindbergh arrived and his experience 
evidently agrees with the above, for 
the spontaneity of his reception could 
scarcely have been so pronounced if 
the Mexicans harbored a deep seated 
grudge against us.
